New York's Mayor O'Dwyer Recalls His Arrival 
In U.S. Via Ellis Island Just 37 Years Age 


"I cam# ovor in tho steerage with immigrants from a dozen different coun 
trios." Mayor O’Dwyer is just one of some 30,000,000 persons from the fa 
corners of the world who have passed through Ellis Island’s gates since it wa 
established as New York’s port of entry in 1892—just fifty-five years ago 


"I dream ed of becoming a law yer in M anhattan. Of course I never though 
one day I'd be Mayor." O’Dwyer had no long wait at the island, but the proc 
essing of some, like those in this photo, takes considerably longer. They sit an 
dream on the benches; their new world lies m-wait, half a river's span away 


'When I saw the steeples of downtown M anhattan, I thought it the most magical sight 
I ever had seen-and I still do." One of the most famous imm igrants ever to arrive at 
Kills Island, Mayor William O’Dwyer of New York is really an Horatio Alger hero in 


modern dress. He came over from Ireland in 1910 with some three or four hundred ship* 
mates from a dozen European countries, and went right up the ladder of success from 
the very lowest rung—laborer, policeman, lawyer, district attorney and finally Mayor. 
A 
FEW weeks ago. it looked as if Ellis Island, for more 
than a half century the gateway to America for im­ 
migrants. was going to be abandoned as New York City’s 
port of entry. Immigration Commissioner Ugo Carusi 
asked that the department be transferred to M anhattan’s 
mainland, claiming that the government would be saved 
$300,000 annually The proposal, however, was side­ 
tracked. at least temporarily, and the Immigration and 
• Naturalization Service will continue to use the historic 
island, which in Peter Stuyvesant^ day was called Oyster 


Island and was a rendezvous for picknickers. Ellis Island 
is chiefly used now as a gateway not to America but to 
Europe; several hundred undesirables usually are there, 
waiting for deportation. The handwriting does seem to be 
on the wall. 
# 
Originally Ellis Island was owned by a New Jersey 
farm er named Samuel Ellis, who ceded it to the Federal 
Government in 1808. It was established as port of entry 
in 1892 and its peak year was #1907, when more than 
1,200,000 immigrants used its facilities en route to the 


new world. Form er Commissioner Edward Corsi has de­ 
scribed it as “the pot of gold at the end of the rainbow,** 
and the 30,000,000 people who have come across the pot 
of gold in the last 55 years have come from the farthest 
ends of the earth. Thousands of famous and infamous have 
entered Am erica-here—men on the one hand like Andrew 
Carnegie, and General Castro, the “Black Condor of the 
Andes”—accused of m ulti-m urder and theft in Venezuela 
—on the other. If Ellis Island is closed by the U. S., Mayor 
O’Dwyer hopes New York will buy the “isle of dreams.** 


"Th* officials were so kind. I remember yet the square jaw and smile of one 
old m an." Once the processing officials saw you wouldn’t be a public charge 
the Mayor recalls, “they were on your side all the way." It was his first impres­ 
sion of America. “I thought it was a wonderful country. And I still think so.” 


"I had a little over the $25 required, and I had one small suitcase—with very little in it." 
Standard procedure used to involve taking this little boat direct to Ellis Island from the 
steamship on w hich one arrived. Now, however, processing usually is done at the pier. 
Only complicated cases or deportees are sent to the island. About 500 are at island now.
